"We had gotten too far 
afield, concentrating too much 
on volume outlets." 


In recent years, Minch trucks 


have delivered meat into Oregon 
and Nevada, and south to Los 
Angeles. Initially, at least, the 
firm will now concentrate on 
Northern California. 


"We'll also put more em- 


phasis on our fabrication 


department," Minch said. He 
explained that the trend now is 
to deliver meat in smaller 
portions than was the custom in 
years gone by. 


He said his firm has been 


approached by dealers in other

poultry and fish, and that some 
consideration is being given to 
possibilities in that line.

Court has 


validated a new law allowing the 
state to borrow money from 
private lenders and the state's 
checkbook balancer says the 
decision gives the borrowing 
process an immediate green 
light. 


The favorable ruling Friday in 


San Francisco 
resolved a 


friendly suit brought by State 
Controller Houston Flournoy 
against State Treasurer Ivy 
Baker Priest who sought to sell 
the short-term tax anticipation 


notes authorized by a new 
statute. 


Flournoy said he's working 


with Mrs. Priest and State 
Finance Director Verne Orr "to 
arrange a sale of the first notes 
in time to meet a deficiency of 
available cash expected to occur 
in August." 


The new law allows the state 


to borrow up to $648 million with 
the notes to cover a temporary 
shortage of state funds before 
state income tax prepayments 
come in during October. It sets a 
March 1972 deadline for paying 
the loans off

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Recommends 40 Per Cent Prune Reserve 


The Prune Administrative 


Committee which administers 
toe Federal Prune Marketing 
Order has recommended that 40 
per cent of the 1971 prune crop 
initially be set aside as reserve 
which is the maximum that can 
be placed in the 1971-72 reserve 
pool. 


It will be reduced in sub- 


sequent months if it is deter- 
mined that the actual crop is not 
large enough to warrant such a 
large setaside. 


The Committee adopted the 


California 
Crop Reporting 


Service's June 10 estimate of the 
1971 prune crop of 185,000 tons, 
that, with a carryover of salable 


tonnage from the 1969 crop year 
estimated at 55,000, makes a 
total 
supply of 240,000 tons, 


natural condition weight. 


The Committee estimated 


total trade demand at 169,000 
tons processed weight, including 
a desirable carryout into the 
1972-73 season of 25,000 tons. 
Deducting the estimated 55,000 
ton carryover at July 31, 1971 
from 
the estimated trade 


requirements of 164,200 tons 
(natural condition weight) left 
an adjusted trade demand of 
109,200 tons of the new crop 
needed to fulfill estimated trade 
requirements. 


Taking this amount from the 


185,000 tons estimated for the 
1971 crop provides a reserve of 
75,800 tons or 40 per cent 
(rounded) of the new crop, with 
60 per 
cent of the 
crop 


categorized as salable or free 
from volume regulations under 
Dried Prune Order No. 993. 


Of the 75,800 tons estimated to 


be set aside in the 1971 reserve 
pool, 20,000 tons were designated 
as a desirable reserve, 20,000 
tons estimated to be sequestered 
under an undersized prune 
regulation and 35,800 tons 
eligible for a voluntary prune 
plum diversion program. 


Later in the year when more 


precise information on the size 


of the crop is known the Com- 
mittee could reduce the reserve 
percentage provided the crop 
size is less than the 185,000 ton 
estimate.

Governor Urged To 
Delay On School Tax 


The 
State 
Board 
of 


Agriculture has urged Governor 
Ronald Reagan not to consider 
imposing a State property tax to 
support education until a 
thorough study is made of 
means to achieve economies in 
public school education without 
sacrificing quality. 


Board member, Paul Ames of 


Indio introduced the resolution 
which was passed unanimously 
at the board's monthly meeting 
in Sacramento. 


Specifically, 
the 
action 


recommended that the State 
investigate the possibility of 
initiating year-round public 
school operation as a way to use 


educational facilities most 
economically and 
efficiently. 


The board noted that the 


property tax significantly af- 
fects agriculture by increasing 
the farmers' costs and by for- 
cing much prime agricultural 
land to be sold to developers for 
non-farm uses. 


Property taxes are the 


primary source of funding for 
local public school districts, the 
resolution pointed out.

Bell, who studies heredity 
characteristics of swine to 
determine which types will 
provide the most delectable 
offspring. 


Bell heads the Animal Science 


Department at Fresno State 
College and is engaged in a 
project to show swine growers 
how to consistently produce pigs 
that have less fat and more 
meat. 


He studies genetic charac- 


teristics of various types of hogs 
to figure out which are most 
suitable for breeding to produce 
more edible young. 


"We are trying to put genetic 


principles to work through 
performance testing," Bell said 
in an interview Tuesday. "That 
way we can make animals 
meatier with a higher 
per- 


centage of lean to fat, a more 
desirable consumer product." 


Determining what breeds 


consistently provide the best 
characteristics is the task Bell 


and Dr. Darren Nelson, FSC 
associate professor, have un- 
dertaken. 


"If the animal has a genetic 


background for the traits of less 
fat and more meat, you can 
make drastic and rapid progress 
in developing meatier animals 
through a properly planned 
program." Bell said. "You can 
keep people eating pork that 
way."

studies of offspring from a top- 
quality Duroc boar and sows of 
various quality.

mon diseases of tomatoes. This 
affliction usually appears fairly 
late in the season. Leaves will 
yellow and there willv be a 
progressive one-sided wilting of 
the plant. The entire plant may 
die before producing ripe fruit, 
but symptoms generally begin 
when the first set fruits begin to 
develop in size. 


Plant pathologists report 


there is no chemical cure for 
tomato wilt and that soils may 
be contaminated with tomato 
wilt fungus, which can persist 
for several years. 
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"The California Farm Bureau 


Federation feels that a great 
deal was accomplished by the 
recent investigation into the 
activities of California Rural 
Legal Assistance (CRLA)," 
Allan Grant, president of the 
statewide farm organization, 
said in commenting on the re- 
funding of CRLA by U.S. Office 
of 
Economic Opportunity 


Director Frank C. Carlucci. 


"In fact," he added, "Farm 


Bureau's efforts in the in- 
vestigation paid off in many 
ways, including confirmation of 
our longtime contention that 
CRLA should not be involving 
itself in either political or union 
activities. 


"Our whole interest in this 


matter," Grant said, "was to 
focus the public spotlight on 
CRLA. This has been done, and 
CRLA directors and staff now 
know that responsible people 
are closely watching their ac- 
tions We firmly expect that 


because of this, CRLA will do a 
better job of abiding by the rules 
imposed on its actions, and will 
devote its energies to the 
business for which it was set up. 


Our organization and its 


members over the state will 
continue to be in the forefront of 
making sure that this is so and of 
reporting any infractions of the 
rules. 
In discussing the $2.5 million 


grant OEO Director Carlucci is 
making to study and set up new 
ways of meeting the full legal 
needs of the poor, Grant 
declared that "this would ap- 
pear to 
offer 
some real 


possibilities. Our organization 
has always recognized the 
needs, but we have felt that 
CRLA was not properly meeting 
them. A collective federal and 
state OEO effort, aided by the 
State Bar and private attorneys, 
such as Mr. Carlucci is plan- 
ning, might well go a long way 
toward solving the very real 
legal problems of California's 
ooor " 


The California Farm Bureau 


Federation, in letters sent to 
U.S. Senators John V. Tunney 
and Alan Cranston, seek their 
support of legislation covering 
the settlement of transportation 
strikes in the railroad, airline, 
maritime, 
longshore, 
and 


trucking industries. 


The 
letters, 
signed 
by 


President Allan Grant, urge the 
Senators to (1) move for action 
in the current session of 
Congress on S.560, the Ad- 
ministration's bill, and (2) 
support the bill when and if it 
does come up for vote. 


According to Grant, there is 


reluctance on the part of some 
members of Congress to deal 
with the issue at all — "probably 
because the unions oppose any 
action." Hearings are under 
way on S. 560 and other bills by 
the Senate Committee on Labor 
and Public Welfare, and are 
expected to continue through the 
summer. 


Bill S. 560 provides that if a 


transportation dispute is not 
resolved within the 80-day 
cooling-off period prescribed by 
the 
Labor 
Management 


Relations Act, the President 
could do one of the following: 
provide an additional 30-day 
cooling-off 
period; 
set 
a 


limitation on the scope of the 
strike by designating which 
parts of an industry must 
continue in operation; or ap- 
point arbitrators who would be 
empowered to choose between 
the employer's last offer and the 
employes' last offer. The ar- 
biters would not have authority 
to write the terms of an award, 
but only to choose between the 
two offers. 


Farm Worker Union 
Announces Boycott 
Against Holdouts 


TEHACHAPI, Calif. (AP) — 


The United Farm Workers 
Organizing Committee has 
announced a boycott against 
non-union table grape growers 
in California and Arizona. 


Jim 
Drake, 
UFWOC 


organizing director, said the 
initial action is aimed at three 
Arizona growers and United 
Vintners of California, a sub- 
sidiary of Heublein Corp. He 
said the union, headed by Cesar 
Chavez, is boycotting Heublein 
beverages. 


United Vintners was among 


the 10 per cent of the table grape 
growers who refused to sign 
contracts with the UFWOC when 
a 1970 agreement was reached, 
ending the nationwide grape 
boycott, Drake said. 


He said the union is "under 


some obligation to growers with 
whom we have contracts to sign 
other growers. There is a feeling 
with the ones who have con- 
tracts that to be completely 
competitive others have to be 
organized." 


Drake said the boycott-strike 


would move into the Arvm area 
of Kern County in about a month 
and spread to Fresno and Lodi 
later. 


Increasing Dairy Calf Thefts 


An increasing number of 


thefts of dairy calves poses a 
major problem for dairymen in 
Stanislaus, San Joaquin and 
Merced Counties, and the 
Bureau of Livestock Iden- 
tification at the California 
Department of Agriculture is 
planning a meeting in Modesto 


to determine what to do about it, 
Bureau Chief Hans Van Nes said. 


Van Nes said that 45 dairymen 


in the three counties have 
reported cattle thefts in the first 
six months of 1971. The great 
majority of these reports in- 
volved small unbranded dairy 
calves.
